GRIDLOCK AHEAD

O’Hare is ready to shut down a runway and 
use it as a VIP (“Very Important Planes”) 
parking lot. 

The CTA started running planning exer- 
cises Friday to keep transit officials nimble 
regarding any last-minute adjustments to bus 
and train service, routes, and schedules that 
could come up. 

In Chicago and the suburbs, gates at high- 
way entrance ramps are being checked to 


make sure they are in working order to close 
and reopen access to the roads— a procedure 
originally designed for use in an all-out emer- 
gency such as a bioterrorism attack. 

The carefully choreographed and con- 
trolled chaos in motion that unfurls each day 
on the highways, runways, railroads and arte- 
rial streets of the nation’s transportation hub 
will click up a notch when world leaders and 
demonstrators descend on Chicago for the 
NATO summit May 20-21. Protesters repre- 


senting a wide spectrum of viewpoints will be 
traveling downtown on the CTA and Metra, 
bumping shoulders with regular commut- 
ers clutching backpacks and coffee cups on 
packed trains and buses. 

“'ITie city will be open for business during 
the NA'TO summit, and we want everyone 
to enjoy Chicago,” said Delores Robinson, 
spokeswoman for the Chicago Office of Emer- 
gency Alanagerr^cnt and Communications, 
“'lliere will be some restrictions and roiling 


street closures just to get [NATO participants] 
to and from where they need to go. But the 
city is wholly equipped to manage an event of 
this magnitude, and people who want to move 
around the city will still be able to do so.” 

About 10,000 people, including about 
2,000 journalists, are expected to come to 
Chicago for the summit, Robinson said. That 
estimate does not include anti-NATO pro- 
testers. I lerc’s a look at a few interesting facts 
that could affect your commute. 



■ A possible parking ban on downtown streets would clear 
the streets of cars and the potential for car bombs or for 
protesters to set vehicles on fire, traffic management and 
law enforcement officials said. 


»The Secret Service will permit passenger rail lines that 
pass through McCormick Place to operate during the sum- 
mit. The tracks run under the lakefront convention center.

» The flow of airline arrivals and departures at O' Ha re will 
speed up and slow to a trickle like water from a faucet 
based on the comings and goings of about 50 heads of 
state and their entourages. 


» The FA A and the Chicago 
Department of Aviation are not ex- 
pecting the NATO summit to affect 
travel on the airlines serving O’Hare. 
But that could change. 


» The city doesn’t know whether 
Midway Airport, which has shorter 
runways than O’ Hare and cannot ac- 
commodate larger planes, would be 
used by the NATO delegations. 


•The Kennedy Expressway and 
other highways will likely be closed 
to traffic temporarily to provide the 
dignitaries with extra security and 
a whirlwind motorcade trip from 
O’ Hare to downtowa 


•The Secret Service has not an- 
nounced whether sections of Lake 
Shore Drive and Cermak Road near 
McCormick Place as well as some 
downtown streets will be closed dur- 
ing part or all of the summit. 


■The CTA and Metra will run extra 
buses and trains to serve larger than 
usual numbers of riders during the 
NATO summit weekend, which also 
includes the Crosstown Classic base- 
ball games between the Cubs and 
White Sox at Wrigley Field. 


HUDSON FAMILY KILLINGS 


Singer not 
in courtroom

Jennifer and her sister Julia Hudson 
weren’t in the courtroom for what 
could have been the most upsetting 


part of the day-when crime scene 
photos of Darnell Donerson and 
Jason Hudson were reviewed. Instead, 
Jennifer’s fiance, David Otunga, took 
notes in a black notepad during that 
portion of testimony.

M-Rahm’s 
building 
plan clears 
City Council

The Chicago City Council approved Mayor 
Emanuel’s controversial plan to lure private 
money for public-works projects, tossing 
aside concerns from some aldermen that 
there’s not enough oversight. 

Aldermen voted 41-7 to approve the Chi- 
cago Infrastructure Trust. 

“What we set here today will be emulated 
by many many cities throughout this country 
and many many cities throughout the world,” 
said Aid. Richard Mell (33rd). 

Emanuel has touted the plan as a signature 
initiative, saying it will help in the effort to re- 
build a city badly in need of a makeover. De- 
fenders said the plan would help the city com- 
plete needed projects it otherwise could not 
afford— without further swelling the city’s 
traditional debt load or relying on dwindling 
state and federal resources— and create jobs 
at the same time. 

“I won’t tie the city’s future to [Washing- 
ton’s] dysfunction,” Emanuel said of failure 
to pass a federal transportation bill. “Working 
together, we have a tool here that takes some 
of the pressure off of our taxpayers. That’s 
what we’re doing.” 

Very few of the opponents said the trust 
was a bad idea. But they all wanted more safe- 
guards in the ordinance. 

An attempt by opponents to amend the 
ordinance was tabled on a motion by Aid. 
Patrick O’Connor (40th), the mayor’s council 
floor leader. The vote was 39-9. A later vote 
on an oversight amendment by Aid. Scott 
Waguespack (32nd), was tabled 40-8. 


Aid. Robert Eioretti (2nd), who has helped 
lead the opposition, said that even though 
property and sales taxes won’t directly fund 
trust-backed projects, taxpayers still could get 
hit if projects fail. “Who will be on the hook if 
the returns fall short?” Eioretti asked. 

Aid. Leslie Hairston (5th), meanwhile, said 
a similar proposal by President Obama that’s 
before Congress includes the kinds of protec- 
tions aldermen sought, but failed, to put in 


the city ordinance. “If it’s good enough for 
the national level, why isn’t it good enough [in 
Chicago}?” she asked. 

She also raised the question of ceding au- 
thority to the trust’s board, which would be 
appointed by Emanuel and not directly ac- 
countable to voters. “They did not authorize 
me to give my power to an unelected board 
with the broad power to impose fees on 
them,” Hairston said.

Romney 
sweeps, 
wins nod 

Mitt Romney won all five Republican presi- 
dential primaries Tuesday effectively ending 
the GOP nomination battle. 

The Associated Press called New York for 
the former Massachusetts governor not long 
after polls closed at 9 p.m. EDT. Earlier, Rom- 
ney was declared the winner in Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, Delaware and Pennsylvania. 

With former Pennsylvania Sen. Rick San- 
torum out of the race, Romney faced only 
Newt Gingrich and Ron Paul, both of whom 
were well behind Romney in polls. 

A total of 231 delegates were up for grabs 
Tuesday, though not all of them will be award- 
ed based on the vote because state party of- 
ficials also serve as delegates who cast their 
votes at the part/s national convention. 

Analysts said Romney still stood a strong 
chance of collecting 200 delegates or more as 
he closes in on the 1,144 delegates needed to 
claim the nomination. The latest Associated 
Press tally showed Romney came into Tues- 
day with 698 delegates, well ahead of Santo- 
rum’s 260. Gingrich had 137 and Paul had 75.

Could this century’s equivalent of the 
19th-century gold rush come in space? 

At least two startup companies are put- 
ting money and impressive names in sci- 
ence, business and even entertainment 
behind the theory that platinum and other 
precious metals can be mined out of this 
world and brought back to Earth to be- 
come parts of our cellphones and other 
important electronic devices. 

Planetary Resources, which boasts film- 
maker James Cameron and Google execu- 
tives Larry Page and Eric Schmidt among 
its backers, announced Tuesday what it 
calls “a new space venture with a mission 
to help ensure humanity’s prosperity” 

“The company will overlay two critical 
sectors — space exploration and natural 
resources — to add trillions of dollars to 
the global GDP. This innovative startup 
will create a new industry and a new defi- 
nition of ‘natural resources,’ ” the state- 
ment read. 

Eirst up for the Bellevue, Wash., com- 
pany will be putting a surveying telescope 
into Earth orbit within two years. That 
instrument will look for near-Earth as- 
teroids that contain precious metals and 
water, company co-founder Eric Ander- 
son told Bloomberg. Within four years, 
prospecting could begin on those objects, 
Anderson said. 

“There are precious metals in near- 
infinite quantities in space. When the 
availability of these metals increase, the 
cost will reduce on everything including 
defibrillators, hand-held devices, TV and 
computer monitors, catalysts; and with the 
abundance of these metals we’ll be able to 


use them in mass production,” Planetary 
Resources co-founder Peter Diamandis said 
in a statement, according to the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Anderson told Bloomberg that mining 
in space makes more environmental sense 


than mining on Earth. 

“Ripping up the Earth’s crust not only is 
terribly intrusive from an environmental 
point of view, but it’s actually really 
expensive and really hard. Why not go to 
the source?” he said.

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Could the scent of 
jasmine be a ballplayer’s 
new best friend?

Here's a curveball. 

Could jasmine increase the batting perfor- 
mance for baseball players? 

If you ask Dr. Alan Hirsch from the Smell 
& Taste Treatment and Research Foundation 
in Chicago, which studies how smells affect 
behaviors, the answer is yes. He'll present his 
findings Thursday to the Association of Che- 
morcception Sciences at its annual meeting in 
I luntington Beach, Calif. 


In a study conducted last summer, six 
White Sox players alternated between wear- 
ing jasmine-scented and unscented wrist- 
bands. 'ITiey sniffed them once before swing- 
ing at lo pitches in the batting cage at U.S. 
Cellular Field. Each player faced the same 
pitcher, who tried to throw the ball consis- 
tently to the batter. 

The pitcher and batting coaches rated how 
each player swung at the ball, connected for a 
hit, how far the ball went, how fast the swing 
was and whether the performance changed 
for better or worse. The pitcher and batting 
coaches didn’t know when the players were 
wearing the scented and unseen ted wrist- 
bands. Each batter rated how he felt about 
the swing and batting ability. 


“Across the board, they were better with jas- 
mine. 'Fhey hit better. 'Hieir follow-through 
was better," I lirsch said. 

The aroma of jasmine is known to put peo- 
ple in a more awakened, alert state, he said. 
'Hie idea is the more energized people are, the 
better they do in an athletic performance. He 
wanted to test the smell of jasmine on other 
athletes who have quick reflexes and good 
hand-eye coordination. 

So, why did the baseball players do better 
with the scented wristbands? 

The scent of jasmine could have put the 
players in a positive mood, made them less 
nervous, or given them an extra boost of en- 
ergy, leading them to perform better, Hirsch 
said. Or it could have increased hand-eye co- 


ordination and alertness. Another possibility, 
he said, is it could have enhanced their moti- 
vation, meaning they wanted to do better in 
the presence of the smell. 

Even though the batters were able to sanell 
the scent, they were unaware of the intent of 
the experiment and the nature of the odor. 

He admits he wasn’t so sure any scent 
would have an effect on the highly paid major 
league baseball players whose job it is to play 
well. 

Rut the study worked, 

“Even when you're at the top of your game, 
you can be that much better,” he said. 

Maybe the Cubs need to take a whiff of jas- 
mine in the clubhouse.

Botanical bounty in new gin

Long before there was Scotch whisk}^ Scots were 
distilling. That’s despite the fact that before 1823, 
when the Excise Act was passed, producing booze 
wasn’t even legal in Scotland. Before the legisla- 
tion, there were up to 14,000 illicit stills 
being confiscated annually: 

“It reached the point where there 
were people who were choosing to 
distill grain rather than eat it,” says 
Mark Reynier, owner of Bruichladdich 
Distillery 

A few years ago, when Bruichladdich ac- 
quired an old, experimental still from a dis- 
tillery that was being dismantled, Reynier 


started thinking about what exactly those Scots 
were drinking. Looking for a project that the still’s 
achingly slow distillation process might be good 
for, he decided to try to re-create something along 
the lines of the spirits Scots drank before there 
was Scotch. 

Now, truthfully, Reynier doesn’t really know 
what those spirits tasted like. But he can make a 
reasonable guess. 

Odds are, virtually none of what they were 
drinking was aged in wood or anything else. After 
all, why sit on a commodity when you can drink 
it fresh? The booze probably was a neutral spirit, 
similar to vodka. And some, if not many probably 
then added flavorings to that spirit, which would 

have produced 
something similar 
to a gin or aquavit. 
“They were 


probably flavored with anything that would make 
it taste better,” he says. 

Reynier worked with a botanist to figure out 
what aromatics might have been used on the 
Hebridean island of Islay off the coast of Scotland 
where Bruichladdich is located. 

Scouring Islay’s wind-swept hills, peat bogs and 
Atlantic shores, the botanist identified 25 wild ar- 
omatics— ranging from apple mint birch and bog 
myrtle leaves to creeping thistle flowers and juni- 
per berries. Twenty-two of those made it into The 
Botanist, the gin that resulted from the effort, 
along with nine staple aromatics, such as cassia 
bark, coriander seed, and lemon and orange peels. 

With 31 botanicals the gin could be too busy but 
it isn’t. It’s floral and complex, with a distinctive 
spiciness. And because the aromatics are firmly in 
the spirit of a London dry gin, it goes well in a gin 
and tonic, gimlet or martini— or even on its own. 

Shake with ice, then 
strain and pour into 
a cocktail glass.
